Large heavy textured flowers of the Alexanderi,Westonbirt 
type. White with a pink blush. Lip distinctly marked 
with dark rose. 


BARBARA SMITH #6512 
(Pauwelsii var. Comte d! Hemptinne, FCC.RHS X Picardy) 
Large shell pink flowers showing the fine flowering 
qualities of the Pauwelsii var. Comte d' Hemptinne, 

FCC.RHS parent.
